RePORT OF THR SCHOOL BOARD: 


In submitting our Report, as the school year closes, we feel 
confident in saying that the schools throughout the town-dis- 
trict, taken as a whole and averaged, have done good work. 
The lack of money raised, made the schools short, only one 
term in each Division, and in as few Divisions as possible, and 
in such a short time, but a limited advancement could be made ; 
yet all was accomplished that could reasonably be expected. 
In several of the Divisions they saw the mistake in not making 
an appropriation, and had extra terms, by subscription, which 
exhibits a spirit to educate the rising generation. When people 
put their hands in their pockets, they are in true earnest. We 
think that those who vote against raising money for school 
purposes vote a much larger per cent. out of their own interests 
than their tax would be, besides robbing the children. ‘‘Ignor- 
ance’ may be ‘‘bliss’” in some instances ; but certainly ‘*Know}- 
edge is power,” and it is far cheaper to educate the youth at 
home, and better for numerous reasons. The Common School 
education is the foundation for greatness. 

Look through the whole United States and see how many of 
our New Hampshire men are holding important offices. New 
Hampshire is more largely represented than any other state in 
the Union, and you know how it compares in size with the oth- 
ers. We are an ambitious people. The energy that it requires 
to get a living in New Hampshire develops a courage that 
tells for a lifetime, and is transmitted from generation to 
generation. Then give the youth a chance; they will be 
leaders, rulers, and maintain the already well earned reputation 
that ‘‘New Hampshire is a good state to emigrate from.” 
Though many find their level at home; proving the exception

to the rule, that ‘‘A prophet hath no honor in his own country.” 
We are only one town in the State, but constitute our part of 
the whole. And now will each voter look with interest upon 
the matter of schooling, and endeavor to see it in its true light, 
for the future? If we raise more men with the intelligence of 
Daniel -Webster, Franklin Pierce, Benjamin F. Butler, Horace 

Greeley and many more that we need not mention, we must 
educate the children. Again we repeat it: Give them a chance, 

they will not disappoint us!

Her methods are first class and both schools made 
rapid progress. To secure her services warrants a thorough, 
practical, hardworking teacher, who understands how to interest 
the pupils in co-operating with her. B. 


Division 5. 


School taught by Miss Jennie H. Hastings, of Hillsborough

HILLSBOROUGH BRIDGE. 


The work of the past year has been satisfactory, and with 
the exception of the Winter term, equal to any of the preced- 
ing years. Near the close of the Fall term Mr. Scruton re- 
signed the Principalship to engage in other business. The 
Board engaged Mr. W. R. Whitcomb of-Springfield, Vt., for 
the balance of the year, who unfortunately, in common with a 
majority of the pupils in the several departments, became a vic- 
tim of the prevailing epidemic of influenza, at the end of the 
third week of the Winter term, and school was adjourned for 
one week. Mr. Scruton kindly substituted for a few days, 
when Mr. Whitcomb, not regaining his health, tendered his res- 
ignation, which was accepted. With but little delay the Board 
secured the services of Mr. Isaac Copp, who comes to us after 
eight years’ service as Principal of the Austin academy at 
Strafford, N. H., and is proving himself to be a competent and 
successful teacher. 

Your committee commenced operations under the free text- 
book law, Jan. 1, 1890, but have done the least possible, under 
the act, for want of an appropriation with which to procure 
books and supplies.
